Utility increase fought

It's no secret that the Village of 
Antioch is in a financial bind and 
that money diverted from the Dolly 
Spiering fund intended for seniors 
must be repaid. 

Several weeks ago, in an effort for 
the village generate revenue to repay 
the fund, trustee Bob Caulfield asked 
for a five- percent increase on electric- 
ity, natural gas and telephone ser- 
vices, but amended his motion as the 
five-percent figure was coming under 
scrutiny and threatening the process 
of creating a draft ordinance. 

Though the draft ordinance has- 
n't come up before the board again 
for a reading, resident Nancy Binder 
addressed the board and urged that 
it reconsider the action. 



"1 urge you to deny passage of a 
utility tax," she said. "It's an insidi- 
ous and cruel tax." 

According to Binder, the census 
indicated that there were 3,346 
households in the village, and that 
she felt village administrator Mike 
Haley's figures were inaccurate in 
figuring that $800,000 would be col- 
lected in a two-year period. 

At the meeting the tax increase 
was requested by Caulfield, he said, 
"You can't keep hoping it (money) is 
going to come. You have to do 
something about it." 

Binder concluded her argu- 
ment, "The downside of overbur- 
dening 22 percent of the residents 
and potentially losing business 
should be sufficient to deny this tax 
or at the very least to rethink the 
time frame and percent."

No Neumann

Though the board of directors 
of the Village of Antioch has met 
twice since positive recommenda- 
tion for the proposed Neumann 
Homes development was put forth 
by the combined planning and 
zoning commission, no decision 
about the development's fate has 
been made. 

The preliminary plan for 
Neumann Homes proposed 
"Clublands" calls for 1,240 homes to 
be built on 634 acres with 289 acres 
of open space. 

The board voted to send the 
matter to the "committee of the 
whole," made up of the same people 
who sit on the board of directors, for 
further review and discussion. That 
meeting will be held after a brief, 
regular board meeting on Jan. 7 at 

7:30 p.m. 

The board noted that this is not 
a public hearing. 

During public comment attor- 
ney Newton Finn, who represents 
Dale and Marian Brandt, whose 
property borders the proposed 
development as well as 44 residents 
of the Eagle Ridge development, 
made a number of objections and 
questioned whether planning and 
zoning commissioner Kyle LaReese 
was eligible to sit on that board. 

Finn said that he had "substan- 
tial information" from a private 
investigator who had checked vari- 
ous things including the Lake 
County Clerk's voting records that 
indicate LaReese may not live with- 



in the corporate limits of Antioch. 

In a later conversation, Finn 
said, "It's a very interesting question 
(regarding the impact if LaReese is 
found ineligible to sit on the com- 
bined planning and zoning commis- 
sion). Because LaReese both sec- 
onded the motion (for positive rec- 
ommendation) and allowed for the 
vote (four were required), it's likely 
to have a larger consequence than if 
LaReese had been one of a unani- 
mous vote." 

Finn's main complaint was that 
since Neumann Homes had pre- 
sented a new proposal that every- 
thing should have "started back with 



square one." He said the plan itself, 
as presented by Neumann Homes, 
did not "give the appropriate infor- 
mation to the commission." 

He said the plan lacked soil, 
water and wetland reports as well as 
school and parks agreements. 

Additionally, Finn objected to 
some of the material presented by 
village staff. "I have some problems 
with Mr. Silhan's math (for deter- 
mining the maximum number of 
dwellings allowed in a planned unit 
development or PUD)." He said that 
his calculations showed that, 
between 800-1,100 houses should 
be allowed. 




High school receives good report

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Antioch Community High 
School Dist. 117 (ACHS) received a 
good report card from the state. 

While the pupil-teacher and 
pupil-certified staff ratios are slight- 
ly higher in Antioch than statewide, 
the number of administrators is only 
about one-half of the statewide 
average ratio. 

The average teacher salary is 
about $53,000 compared to about 
$48,000 statewide. The average 
administrator salary is about $200 
less in Antioch than statewide.. 

The Prairie State Achievement 
Examination (PSAE) scores were 
nearly identical to the state average. 
The ACT scores of ACHS were slight- 
ly higher than the state average. 






Despite a good report, the ACHS 
board of education has approved 
submitting a request to be consid- 
ered by the General Assembly that it 
be exempt from having students take 
certain portions of the Prairie State 
Achievement Exam (PSAE) for the 
second time within two school years. 

The PSAE is a combination of 
the ACT and other standardized 
testing. Hockney explained previ- 
ously, "We use a different test, the 
CTPIII (developed by the same com- 
pany as the SAT), that tracks stu- 
dents over their four-year high 
school experience. It's a better test 
for assessing high school ability." 

The high school is opposed to 
portions of the PSAE on different 
levels. Hockney contends that the 
ACT is best used for what it was 
designed: to predict college success.

ACHS opposes funding plan

"We're not opposed to the Teacher's 
Retirement Insurance Program (TRIP)," said 
Anlioch Community High School Supt. 
Dennis Hockney. "We're opposed to the way 

the state wants to fund it." 

Hockney explained that under the state's 
plan, proposed by Gov. George Ryan, local 
schools are being asked to pay what amounts 
to a lax to bail out shortfalls in the plan instead 
of using money from the Illinois' general fund. 
Between $28-30,000 is being sought from the 
district, about A percent of its teacher payroll 

to TRIP. 



Both Hockney and the board of education 
have written letters to Rep. Timothy Osmond 
(R-lllinois) asking that he also oppose the 
request. 

"This is an unfunded mandate," said 
Hockney. That's why we oppose it. Nothing 
has been written into the budget for it. 

Hockney said the Illinois Alliance of 
School Administrators (IASA) would fight the 
slate's efforts when the fall veto session begins 
for the state legislature on Nov. 27, after 
Thanksgiving. 

For active teachers, there would be an 
increase from .50-.65 percent effective in 
January 2002 and an increase to .75 percent in 

2004.

Flying solo 

It's official! 
Grayslake Youth Baseball is now in 
control of its own destiny. 
I( was announced last week that the 
league lias broken off from the park district, 
which basically means everyone benefits. 
That includes park district employees, who 
no longer have to handle registration duties 
for some 400 players, to the local taxpayers, 
who no longer have to fork out money to the 
park district to govern the league. 

The final factor in the transition was 
finalized earlier in the week when the organi- 
zation received its non-for-profit identifica- 
tion number. 

"We applied to the IRS to be a non-profit 
organization," said newly appointed GYBO 
Public Relations Director Dennis Bruns. 
"Now that we have a non-profit tax-exempt 
number, we are pretty much free use money 
raised however we want to." 

Bruns said funds generated would prob- 
ably go right back into the league. 

"This opens doors for local vendors and 
corporations to donate money to the organi- 
zation," added Bruns, "Every dollar we make 
can be thrown back in for the kids." 

The move also means that any property 
the organization acquires will be tax-free. 

"I think it's a good move for everyone 
involved," said Grayslake Park District 
President Bob Lashbrook, "This has been in 
the works for about a year-and-a-half. It's 
good for the baseball program because it has 
grown tremendously. There are a lot of dedi- 
cated, hard working people there. The 
wheels of government have often moved 
slowly for them (Grayslake Youth Baseball 
Organization). So with them now being on 
their own gives them more freedom." 

Lashbrook said that GYBO currently has 
a cash balance of around $49,000 heading 
into the 2002 season. 

As for possible property for a future 
'Field of Dreams', GYBO President Dave 
Peregrin said the GYBO is very excited about 
the forthcoming search for a piece of land for 
its new complex. 

"We've talked to a few farmers in the 
Grayslake area," he said. "Our vision is to 
have our new complex sometime in the next 
6- 10 years." 

The growth and success GYBO has pro- 
duced doesn't happen without the many 
people involved. 

"We average over 20 people at our 
monthly meetings," added Peregrin. "The 
program has around 400 people now. With 
Grayslake now having 19,000 people overall, 
the expected future growth should see us 
around 1,000 players involved in GYBO in the 
future. You could say we have a good driving 
force with all of the people involved. We have 
a good bounce in our step." 

According to lashbrook, the only tie 
between the park district and GYBO will be 
the fee for the league usage of the park dis- 
tricts playing fields. 

Until the 'Field of Dreams' evolves, 
GYBO will continue to use the likes of 
Wood view, Jaycec Park, Doolittle, Central 
Park and Meadowview when it embarks on 
the 2002 season. 

GYBO, which started its baseball pro- 
gram six years ago, will also continue to use 
the maintenance garage at the park district 
for equipment storage. 
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The Gagewood lions boys baseball 

program is taking mail-in registration for boys 
ages 6-14. There are still openings on all levels 
for the 2002 season. Age levels include: T-ball

During the Hanukkah festival (Dec. 10-17), Jewish people 
everywhere in the world celebrate the miracles of courage 
and faith that saved a nation from annihilation more than 
2,200 years ago. 

In northern Lake County, a congregation that has survived over a 
century of tips and downs maintains its faith in the future, even as it is 
now, as it was at its beginning, without a synagogue building or a rabbi. 

Congregation Am Echod started 
in 1896, in a storefront on Lake Street 
in Waukegan. It was founded by a 
small group of immigrants, who 
wanted to work, pray, and build a 
community together. They called 
their new congregation Am Echod, 
which means "one people." 

Just 13 families made up the first 
congregation. Samuel Schwartz, 
Waukcgan's mayor from 1900-10 was 
Am Echod's first president. The first 
officers included Treasurer Meyer 
Kubelsky, who, with his brother 
lacob, operated a clothing store on 
Genesee. Kubelsky, who served as 
president of the congregation in 1898, 
had a son named Benjamin, later 
famous as comedian lack Benny. 

Members of the congregation 
have included several Assistant State's 
Attorneys, including the first, Sid Block, who took the position in 1920. 

Prominent names to be found on the past and present membership 
rosters include the Diamond, Porett, Pickus and Rose families, among 
others that have made significant contributions to Lake County over the 
years. 

The congregation had no ordained rabbi at first, with services led by 
teachers or a shochet (kosher butcher). This was not a problem, as the 
word "rabbi" means "teacher," and communal prayers may be led by 

anyone familiar with liturgy. 

At present, Sabbath prayer services are led on Friday night and 
Saturday morning by Cantor Allen Gimpel, who has been cantor of the 
congregation for more than 16 years. 

The cantor's function is to lead the congregation in prayer. Many of 
the prayers are chanted or sung, so most congregations choose a cantor 
with a good voice. Although many cantors have reached nearly operatic 
standards, a cantor is only required to know the liturgy, as his primary 
function is to help congregants through the prescribed cycle of prayers, 
both in Hebrew and in English. ' 

Am Echod installed its first rabbi in 1097. Over the years, many rab- 
bis served the congregation. The most recent one was Rabbi Michael L 
Rascoe, who left this past June. 

Several candidates for the position are under consideration, but the 
congregation is taking its time in making.this important decision. 




"We want to find someone who will be compatible with us," said 
congregation president Joseph "Bernie" Schleicher. 

One of the considerations in the search for a new rabbi is 'the issue 
of travel on the Sabbath, which is prohibited by traditional Jewish law. 

Am Echod is a Conservative congregation, following traditional 
rites, with some modification. Most Conservative followers avoid travel 
from sundown Friday until sundown Saturday. Orthodox doctrine 
stricdy forbids it, while many Reform Jews often ignore the rule entirely. 
A dilemma faced by suburban synagogues is that distance often 
makes it impossible to attend services without transportation. 

Some Conservative rabbis have 
ruled it is acceptable to travel to and 
from Sabbath services, if that is the 
only travel done, if there are no side- 
trips and if there is no other way to 
get to services. Other rabbis will not 
compromise on the observance of 
this law. 

In (he past, travel was not an 
issue. The original congregation in 
Waukegan could walk to the "shuT 
(synagogue). When the congregation 
moved from its Moorish- inspired 
building, built in 1928 on Sheridan 
Road, it made provisions for its rabbi 

at its new location. 

The large modern synagogue 
built in 1968 on Sunset Avenue was 
mere steps away from a private 
home on Yeoman Street. The rabbi 
could easily walk to the temple. Such 
is no longer the case. . » " • 

In November, the synagogue was sold to a Baptist church, because 
of a dwindling membership in Waukegan. 

"We found that the younger members of the congregation were 
coming from the west," noted Schleicher. Children and grandchildren of 
founding members had moved away from Waukegan as well. 

"Most of our new members are from Lindenhurst, Gurnee and 
Grayslake," the president observed. 

In 1992, the congregation opened a satellite location in Lindenhurst, 
called Am Echod West. It began with the rental of classrooms at B.J. 
Hooper School, where Hebrew school classes were held twice a week. 

In 1998, Am Echod West took up residence at 2402 Harbor Ridge 
Way, in a building at the rear of the Waterford Commons strip mall. 

The congregation began to hold Friday night services in 
Lindenhurst, initially, just once a month, and since the sale of the 
Waukegan temple, every week. Sunday. school and special events are 
also held at that location. 

Saturday morning Sabbath services and the less formal Sunday 
prayer services are held at the house on Yeoman Street, which has been 
unoccupied since the rabbi left. Sunday prayer services are conducted 
by Dr. Irwin Menachof, a member of the congregation. 

Services involving reading from the Torah can not be held unless

THEATER REVIEW 



'Mystery of Dickens 9 unfolded 

So much is known about Charles Dickens (1812-1870). Given his outgoing personali- 
ty and prodigious literary output — writing that still moves the spirit as it did gen- 
erations ago - Dickens' life seems like an open book. 
Yet there's an underlying layer of mystery, too. In "The Mystery of Charles 
Dickens, H biographer Peter Ackroyd does a good job of probing the life and times of the 
writer described as one who "could do nothing by halves." 

Directed by Patrick Garland, the one-man show at Chicago Shakespeare Theater fea- 
tures versatile British actor Simon Callow in a bravura performance. 

Callow's all over this role, exuberantly switching in and out of some 40 dickensian 
characters in the course of the two-hour show that unfolds chronologically. We meet 
young Charles as an "active, eager, alert - and odd - child" who, at age 12, is suddenly 
plunged Into a world of darkness when hard times force him to tiresome employment at a 
London shoe blacking factory. 

Though he was able to return to school by the time he was 13, the experiences of 
loneliness and an empathy for the downtrodden made an indelible mark on Dickens. 
He honed his story-telling skills as a journalist, then began producing eagerly antici- 
pated serialized novels ( M The Pickwick Papers" at age 25) and went on to write 
"Oliver Twist," M David Copperfield," "A Tale of Two Cities," "Great Expectations" 
and many more classics. 

Callow recounts this literary journey and, often with the mere change in fadal 

gesture and a switch in vocal pitch, brings to life many of the char- 
acters from the Dickens canon, from Mr. Micawber to Bill Sikes to 
Miss Havisham to Scrooge. His control of body language is down 
to a science. 

The stage is simply set with a chair and side table. Gilt- 
edged frames dominate the rear of the stage, creating, appro- 
priately enough, a picture-in-a-picture effect 
/ '"" The story brings into focus more about Dickens than die 

books he produced. It shines light on his marriages (unsatisfactory, for the 
most part), his deep-rooted sense of social justice (ingrained), his hunger to 
connect with his readers and his seemingly inexhaustible energy. 
By the end of the show, thanks to Callow's stunning portrayal, one 
cannot help leave the theater with a shared fascination for this literary giant 
"The Mystery of Charles Dickens" runs through Dec. 23. Call 312-595-

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Alden recalls span in Navy which saw him at 
Iwo Jima, Pearl Harbor and Bataan in World War II 
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Second off two parts 

I was from a broken home, so when I was 
17, 1 joined the Navy to have a home. In Sept. 
1943, 1 was in boot camp at Farragut, Idaho 
for 13 weeks. 

Then I was sent to Seattle Sandpoint 
Naval Air Station. I was a guard and also 
assigned to a boathouse. I was there for five 
months. 1 wanted to go to sea, so I put in for 
sea duty and was transferred to Air Station 
Pasco, in Washington state. 

I was there for two months. Then I was 
sent to Brementon Naval Yard. About this 



time, the USS Saratoga came into dry dock, 
and that is when I boarded her. 

I manned a fire extinguisher below deck 
for a welder and cutter. There were men work- 
ing everywhere. After the ship was done load- 
ing, we went for a shake down in Puget Sound. 

Two weeks later we went to sea. First 
stop was San Francisco on the way to Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii. In Pearl, about 100 miles 
out, we were training air groups. 

I became an Airdale pushing planes. We 
had 10 groups of 10 men. I became a skunk. 
He is in charge of one group of plane push- 
ers. I made First Class Seaman at that time. 

There was an opening in the Catapult 
Department, so I became a hold-back release 
man, that was to hold the tail of the plane 
down. This tool was made with a 6-inch wide 
spring inside of a cylinder with a chain at one 
end and a hook with a ring at the other end. 
That was to put on the tail of the plane and 
the chain in the deck. . 

We left Pearl to meet with the fleet and 
Taskforce 58 at Ulithi. Taskforce 58 had a plan 
to strike Tokyo at night, so we left Ulithi to go 
to cold waters, northern part of Japan, we did 
a lot of damage up there. Then we took off for 
Iwo lima to help with the invasion. 

During the invasion, at about 1630 (4:30 
p.m.), the phone rang in the catapult room — 
up to the flight deck we went. We had 
launched about 10-12 planes, then general 
quarters siren sounded, sailors were running 
everywhere to their stations. 

At the same time I looked up to the sky 
every chance I had. It was not very long 



Call to save Pearl Harbor 



In a salute to the memory of those who 
lost their lives at Pearl Harbor on 
December 7, 1 94 1 , the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation and the Historic 
Hawaii Foundation has issued a statement 
calling on all Americans to register their sup- 
port for a national initiative to protect this his- 
toric place. While commending the U.S. Navy 
for recent steps taken to address preservation 
concerns at Ford Island, the two preservation 
organizations warned that many of the build- 
ings and structures that remain from the War 
years- some still bearing the scars of the "day 
of infamy"- are at risk. A lack of maintenance 
and preservation funds, as well as policies that 
fail to encourage restoration and reuse, have 
hampered the Navy's ability to preserve this 
national landmark site. The National Trust is 
calling on all Americans to help the Navy pro- 
tect the historic resources at Pearl Harbor by 
showing their support on the National Trust's 
Web site. 

Last lune, the National Trust named 
Pearl Harbor's Ford Island to its list of 
America's 11 most endangered historic 
places, following the Navy's announcement 
of several major redevelopment initiatives 
that would have changed the historic face of 
the island forever. Ford Island, a 450-acre site 
in the center of Pearl Harbor, is adjacent to 
Battleship How and only yards away from the 
memorial to the U.S.S. Arizona, which su's- 



tained the heaviest loss of life during the Dec. 
7, 1 94 1 , attack. 

Following the 1 1 Most announcement, 
the National Trust and Historic Hawaii 
Foundation organized a blue-ribbon 
Heritage Advisory Team to serve as a 
resource to the Navy as it proceeded with 
plans for Ford Island. The work of the adviso- 
ry team, and a series of consultations 
between the Navy and preservation groups, 
led to a productive dialogue between the 
Navy and preservationists, and new commit- 
ments by the Navy to take concrete steps to 
address preservation issues at Ford Island. 

Despite these positive developments, 
many of the buildings and structures remain- 
ing from the war years are slowly decaying or 
are actually slated for demolition, due to a 
lack of maintenance funds and the competing 
priorities of this active military base. In addi- 
tion, the Navy has been limited in its ability to 
preserve historic buildings due to government 
policies that encourage demolition, rather 
than rehabilitation and reuse. As a result, 
many of the tangible reminders of Dec. 7, 
1941, are on the verge of disappearing. By log- 
ging on to the National Trust Web site inter- 
ested Americans can voice their support for 
national action to preserve this important part 
of the Nation's history.

when I saw this Zero diving at us, the plane 
had smoke shooting out of its wings, my first 
instinct was to run, but we had no place to 
go and we were launching aircraft, that we 
had to get off the deck. 

Bullets were flying all over the deck at 
this time. I got one in the left leg and then the 
bomb hit, I could smell it and then up I went 
10-15 feet in the air. 

I landed in the nets on the starboard 
side, this is the side I worked, I pressed 
myself to the side of the ship. 1 must have 
passed out because when I came to, I found 
myself in sick bay. 

I thought my left arm was gone, but it 
was only broken and shrapnel parts were in 
the arm. It took two days to get my arm fixed, 
because there were many more men worse 
than me. 

When we got back to Brementon, I was 
transferred to Brementon Naval Hospital. I was 
put into a upper body cast with a turn-buckle 
from shoulder to wrist to straighten out my 
arm. 

I was then trans- 
ferred to Norman, 
Okla., at the Naval 
Hospital. They 
worked on me for 
one month to no 
avail. Doctors want- 
ed to operate on my 
ami and I said no, so 
they said back to 
duty you go. 

Camp Elliott, 
San Diego was my 
home for three 
weeks. Then I was 
assigned to the USS 
Adm.WS SIMS and 
off to the Philippines 
we went. By the time

we were halfway there the war ended. 

We pulled into Manila Bay. There were 
ships of all nations sunk. War is hell. We 
brought back 6,000 soldiers who were in the 
death march at Bataan. I cried in my bunk 
every night. These men lost 50-100 pounds 
the three years they were in Japanese hands. 

We returned to San Francisco and I 
never saw so many ships sounding off their 
horns and long water spray from fire boats in 
the bay and when we docked there were 
thousands of people all over the docks, wait- 
ing for their husbands and sons, crying. 

I was put in the hospital again. Then I 
was discharged in Ian. 1946. 

In 1958, 1 was in a drug store having 
lunch, when I saw this guy who looked like 
someone I knew. He also thought he knew 
me from somewhere. I told him I was in the 
Navy and he said he was in the Marines on 
the Sara the same year I was on her. He said I 
looked just like that kid who was on the 
Starboard Catapult. 

He said he was hauling ammunition 
for 5-lnch, 38-single-barrel forward 
mounds. When we were attacked by 
Kamikazes at Iwo Jima, he was hauling 
ammo through a compartment with 8-10 
inches of water. This sailor was floating 
face down in the water. He thought this 
guy was dead, so he picked the boy up. He 
said that kid was me. I never knew how I 
got to sick bay during the attack. This man 
saved me from drowning.— John Alden 
I P.S. I am a

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This December, Bethlehem arrives in Grayslake when 
(he "Star of Christmas," a live, interactive nativity, 
opens its doors as the Lake County Fairgrounds, 
According to Event Coordinator, Jan Brooks, visi- 
tors to the "Star of Christmas" enter into the drama of the first 




Christmas. "Characters will talk to you, and 
you feel like you are definitely drawn Into 
the streets of Bethlehem and into the sta- 
ble/ explained Brooks. "So it re-enacts the 
night that Jesus was born in Bethlehem, 
what it must have been like in that little vil- 
lage as near as we can imagine," she said. 
As visitors enter Bethlehem, they are 
met by shepherds In search of the Christ 
Child. The search takes them from the shep- 
herds' fields out side of the city, past the 
testy Roman guard, and through the busy 
markets of downtown Bethlehem. The shep- 
herd and his group follow a trail that lead to 
a stable in which they finally discover the 

Christ Child. 

Each night of 
operation requires the 

manpower of over 
130 people, accord- 
ing to Brooks. The 
volunteers come 
from four area 
churches to be 
shepherds and 
wise men, car . 
attendants and 
ticket takers. The 
cast also includes 
live animals. 
Although this will be the 
third year that the "Star of Christmas" has

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there Is a quorum of 10 members (a 
"minyan"). At times, it has been difficult to get 
a complete minyan, even though women are 
now counted. (This was not the case before 
the 1980s, when the Conservative congrega- 
tion changed its rules to adapt to social 
changes that had already been assimilated by 
the United Synagogue of Conservative 
Judaism.) 

Many of the members are third and fourth 
generation. Some, such as Cantor Gimpel, 
who now lives in Vernon Hills, have moved 
from the immediate area. 

M I could go to a synagogue closer to 
home," Gimpel said. "But this is my religious 
community." 

The congregation was torn apart by a 
schism a few years ago, when a number of the 
younger members split off and formed 
Congregation OrTikvah, in Gurnee. OrTikvah 
meets in a school. 

As members of Am Echod began to make 
plans for a new, larger synagogue to be built in 
Lindenhurst, they approached Congregation 
OrTikvah to reunite, but were rebuffed. 

The aging of the old congregation, the 
exodus of the younger members and the 
influx of very young families created a situa- 
tion where, for several years, there were no 
Bar or Bat Mitzvahs held at Am Echod. 

Bar and Bat Mitzvah are religious rites of 

passage for 13-year-old males and 12-year-old 
females, respectively. The dearth was created 
because there were no children in that age 
range. As the congregation regroups and 
evolves, this will correct itself. 

M We had three this year, and we are going 
to have one more in April," said Gimpel, who 



instructs students preparing for the ritual. 

At its peak, Am Echod counted 350 fami- 
lies among its members. Now, there are about 
90 families in the congregation. 

In anticipation of renewed growth, bids 
have been made for a piece of property in 
Lindenhurst. The site would afford the con- 
gregation a place to build a large synagogue 
with classroom space and room to expand in 
the future, as well as ample parking. 

The proximity of a nearby residential sub- 
division could make the site ideal if walking- 
distance rabbinical quarters were required, 
and if a home was available at the time. 

The congregation has always been active 
in the community. From 1954-67 Am Echod 
held a series of entertaining and informative 
Forums, which featured such guests as Dr. 
Bruno Bettelheim, Bennett Cerf, Walter 
Cronkite, Dick Gregory, Vincent Price, Alistair 
Cooke, Ann Landers, Jackie Robinson, 
Eleanor Roosevelt and, of course, Waukegan's 
(and Am Echod's) favorite son, Jack Benny. 

' The Am Echod Sisterhood has hosted 
interfaith teas. Local charities supported have 
included A Safe Place shelter, Lake County 
Food Pantry and CROP walk. The temple on 
Sunset Avenue was one of the rest stops for 

this annual event. 

The congregation, wherever it is quar- 
tered physically, remains an active and vital 
part of its ever-changing community. 

It is now preparing for its' annual 
Hanukkah dinner, this year to be held on Dec. 
16 at the Lindenhurst Men's Club.

Immanuel Baptist Church of Gurnee. Brooks explained that Immanuel wanted to reach

"Other 
churches had the facilities to have a musical 
program, a children's program or a dinner 
theater of different kinds of outreach,** she 
explained, "but we were probably the only 
church right then whose main asset in 
terms of facilities was a barn," Brooks con- 
tinued.

image of Sammy Davis Jr. 

Technology plays a major role 
in this version, as audiences in 
2001 are more sophisticated, and 
expect more detail. The sets are at 
once both elegant and technically 
credible, creating a very strong illu- 
sion that what we are seeing is 
actually existent in the bowels of 
the Bellagio Hotel. 

The plot is spun with enough 
particulars to involve the audience, 
while leaving out just enough so we 
can share in the surprise of the 



final revelations, as Benedict figures 
out just how he was ripped off, and 
by whom. 

While, in this instance, crime 
does pay, we don't mind, because 
in Vegas, it comes down to a matter 
of no honor among thieves. Of 
course, in the end, winner lakes all, 
as the band of anti-heroes emerges 
as cleanly as a "Mission 
Impossible" team (and with much 
the same sense of timing and style). 

All in all, worthy of four pop- 
corn boxes for sheer entertainment 
value.

For the next 22 years, the skip- 
per's wife and sons carried on the 
Christmas tree schooner tradition 
to the Clark Street Bridge, where 
families waited to buy the trees.

But she remains 
optimistic that the highly prized regional 
foods - from antipasti to desserts - will pre- 
vail.

Caggiano records recipes for such popular 
favorites as pan-roasted salt cod with fried 
polenta, tagilolini with prosciutto and bal- 
samic vinegar and "zuppa inglese," a pud- 
ding-like dessert.

Shrimp, Potato and Pesto Risotto 



8 cups fish broth* 

1 V2 cups peeled and finery diced boiled 

potatoes 

1/4 cup extra virgin olive oil 

13 cup finery minced shallots or yellow 

onions 



2 cups Arborio rice 

1 cup dry white wine 

20 medium shrimp, shelled, deveined and 

cut into small pieces 

1 TbJ. unsaited. butter, optional 

2 to 5 TW. pesto 

Heat the broth in a medium saucepan; keep warm over low heat until ready to use. 

Bring a small saucepan of water to a boil. Add the diced potatoes and cook for 3 to 4 
minutes. Drain and set aside. 

Heat the oil in a large skillet over medium heat Add the shallots and cook, stirring, until 
pale yellow and soft, 4 to 5 minutes. Add the potatoes and stir once or twice, then add 
the rice and stir until the rice is well coated with the oil, about 2 minutes. Stir in the 
wine. When the wine has completely evaporated, add about 1/2 cup of the hot broth and 
cook, stirring constantly, until the broth has been completely absorbed. Continue cooking 
and stirring the rice in this manner, adding VI cup or so of broth at a time, for about 16 
minutes. 

When almost all of the last addition of broth is incorporated, add the shrimp and a lit- 
tle more broth and cook, stirring, for 2 to 3 minutes longer, until the rice is tender but still 
a bit firm to the bite and has a moist, creamy consistency. If it is too dry, stir in a bit more 
broth. 

Turn off the heat Add the butter, if using, and 2 tablespoons of the pesto, and stir quick- 
ly to incorporate. Taste, adding more pesto if you like, and serve immediately.

Liberty ville pals serve country in time of need

'I\vo friends who grew up in a picturesque 
Libcrtyvillc neighborhood now find them- 
selves playing key roles in America's War on 
Terrorism. 

Christopher Lang and Scott Schroedcr, 
who became pais before p re-school, played 
baseball, swam and shared classes together at 
Libcrtyvillc High School, and graduated in 
1990, share a sense of patriotism and determi- 
nation that has put them center stage in a war 
that America shows no signs of going soft on. 

The childhood friends are now better 
known as Lt. Christopher Lang, of the USN 
Medical Corp., and Capt. Scott Shrocder of 
the U.S. Army Special Forces. 

Lang, a University of Illinois graduate, 
completed medical school and went right to 
flight school in Pensacola, Fla. He was based 
on the island of Crete in support of the 



Mediterranean fleet and the recent hostilities 
in Kosovo. He is trained in combat casualty 
and he is attached to a squadron that flies spe- 
cial missions for senior Defense Department 
officials. 

Schroeder attended West Point, graduat- 
ing in 1994, and from there went to Fairbanks, 
Ala., for three years, where he received Army 
Ranger training, doing so well that he moved 
on to Special Forces training. 

Schroeder has had five deployments in 
Africa in the last 18 months and has already 
experienced death in the ranks. While training 
in Florida in 1995 and 1996, two Ranger 
trainees died. And on a recent African trip, one 
of the men on Schrocder's eight-man team 
died of malaria. 

Schroeder is presently back in the U.S. on 
a short leave, but will be deployed again after 
the first of the year, said Sandra Schroeder. 

Lang is 30 and Schroeder will be 30 in 
January.

Endeavor astronaut 

from Wauconda 



When the space shuttle Endeavor blasted 
off at 1 p.m. EST on Dec. 7 from Cape 
Canaveral, Fl„ it was under the guidance of a 
commander with Lake County ties. 

Heading the crew of seven astronauts on 
the 11 -day, $600 million mission was 
Commander Dominic Gorie, a decorated 
Navy combat pilot who spent his boyhood 
years in Wauconda, where former classmates 
and childhood friends are following his space 
exploits closely. 

Long-time friends recall Gorie as a bright, 
friendly boy who attended Transfiguration 
School and later Wauconda lunior High. 

Before high school, the family moved to 
Coral Gables, Fla., but friends like Cindi 
(Francisco) Bilisko slill keep track of the Navy 
officer's exploits. 

This was Gorie's third space mission. This 
(light to deliver a new crew to the International 
Space Station is a big one, and was designed to 
be the first 1SS utilization flight to rotate sci- 
ence and experiment hardware. It is referred 
to as Mission UF-L 

A main objective of the mission is to 
extend a. 197-foot long steel, titanium and 
plastic antenna mast into space, allowing the 
crew photograph over 70 percent of the earths 
terrain in what are expected to be the most 
accurate ever maps of the planet. The mast 
will "unfold" cube by cube from the shuttle's 
cargo bay. 

Gorie is well remembered by his old 
Wauconda School chums. Elizabeth Deasey 
and Bilisko remember his "always ready" 
smile. Carrie (Ellis) Nebgen- insists there will 
always be a warm spot in her heart for her 



eighth grade beau and was flabbergasted 
when she opened a library book on astronauts 
and spotted Dominic, 

Jennifer (Nolan) Gallivan says he hasn't 
changed a bit, he's still the same great guy he 
always was and she knows whereof she 
speaks, A few years ago she and her hus- 
band.Tony, moved to Florida where they were 
reunited with Commander Gorie, a joyous 
reunion since Dominic and Tony were best 
pals in junior high, playing on the same soccer 
team and even vying for eighth grade presi- 
dential honors together. 

Jennifer and Tony have enjoyed their 
renewed relationship with Dominic and have 
become close friends with his family, wife, 
Wendy and children, Kimberly and Andrew. 
The two families share a great deal of time 
together. The Gallivans have been at all his 
launches in person. 

Gorie went on to receive his BA in Ocean 
Engineering from the U.S. Naval Academy and 
his masters in aviation systems from the 
University of Tennessee. He has received the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, the Joint 
Meritorious Service Medal, Air Medal, Space 
Flight Medal, Navy Commendation Medal for 
combat, Navy Achievement Medal and Strike 
Fighter Wing Atlantic Pilot-of-the-year. 

He participated in Operation Desert 
Storm, (lying 38 combat missions and was 
enroute to his command tour of strike fighter 
squadron 37 when selected as an astronaut 
candidate. He has accumulated over 4,700 
hours in more than 30 aircraft, with over 600 
carrier landings, and has logged 504 hours and 
32 minutes in space. 



To Chris Lang, the career decisions he 
made are not take-backs. "We all have deci- 
sions to make. And I could have done different 
things in different ways, but if I had to do it 
over, I would do this again." 

The family backgrounds of 
both men played major roles in 
their views on America, patriotism 
and serving the public. Lang's 
father, attorney Howard Lang, 
served in both the Air Force and 
then as an officer In the U.S. Navy, 
and for 27 years after that, in the 
Navy reserves, 

Scott Shroedcr's sister Heidi is 
married to a Green Beret in the 
same unit as Scott. Scott's mother, 
Sandra, has served as a flight atten- 
dant for United Airlines for 35 
years. 

And Jerry Schroeder, who died earlier this 
year, was a veteran of the Air Force, serving as 
a pilot. 

Chris Lang said "Scott and I have been 
best friends since I can remember. We lived a 
block away from each other off of Lake Street, 
played on the same baseball team, swam 
together, and had several classes together. But 
above and beyond sports, we were both good 
friends. And we both had family in the mili- 
tary." 

The idea of entering armed conflict is one 
that both young men considered seriously. 
"When we entered the military," said Lang, "it 
was a time of peace in America. Desert Storm 
had died down, but there were still small con- 
flicts ail over the world that you were attuned 
to when you joined the service and there was 
always the possibility that you would have a 
deployment to one of those spots. 

"When I entered the military it was to 
serve my country. First and foremost we are

trained to serve and protect. In my field it's 
more of a serving to medical needs. Flight sur- 
geons are always entering hot zones and have 
to be prepared for things." 

Howard Lang said both young 
men are "very patriotic people with 
a great sense of duty to the country 
and a great deal of concern with 
what's going on. And I think both 
are respected by their peers." 

One of the burdens that Sandy 
Schroeder must bear is the loss this 
year of Jerry Schroeder, her hus- 
band and Scott's father, and the 
uncertainty of not knowing where 
in the world Scott is deployed at 
any given time. Unlike some other 
branches of the service, the Special 
Forces move fast and don't leave 
forwarding addresses. 

Sandy's sense of security derives in main 
from knowing that her son has had eight years 
of training and "it's obvious that he's success- 
ful at what he's doing. 

"Scott is very much into it and he wants to 
be right where the action is," she said. "He said 
that this is what he's been trained for and his 
unit is ready to go." 

As Americans have learned since Sept. 1 1 , 
heroes come in all shapes and sizes. Sandy 
Schroeder said that her son "was always very 
quiet, and is to this day. 

"No one even imagines what it is that he 
does," she added. "And if you talk to him, 
going by his manner, you would never guess." 
"During times of peace," said Chris Lang, " 
I think people kind of lost sight of the purpose 
of the military. Now the pendulum has swung 
back and people are really interested in what 
we do. There is more of an awareness of what 
our military can do in the past, present and in 



the future."

The Adopt-a-Sailor program is beneficial 
to recruits as well as the host family. Recruits 
get to spend time away from the pressures 
associated with training, enjoy a home cooked 
meal and relax in a stress-free environment.

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Voting district remap set, county candidates wait

A new map defining the districts that will 
make or break political candidates in the 
March primary elections is ready to go. 

The Lake County Board on Dec. 7 
approved the version of the map that defines 
23 districts through 2012. Also on that day a 
federal judge approved the county map, 
which will be used in the March 19 primary 
elections, but has been opposed by plaintiffs 



in a federal lawsuit seeking their own version 

ofrcdistricting. 

Plaintiffs in the suit include the Lake 

County Republicans and the Mexican 

American Legal Defense and Education Fund. 

The latter group represent a huge block of 
voters in Waukegan, which is about 66 per- 
cent Hispanic and are becoming a major fac- 
tor in Waukegan and county elections. 

The rcdistricting is part of a state-mandat- 
ed process in which voting districts must be 
redrawn after the federal census. 

Because of the 1 1 th hour legal and politi-

Hispanic seat to 
change politics 

cpublicans who were parties of a lawsuit to force creation of a 
Hispanic district for the Lake County Board arc following the 
national GOP courting America's fastest growing voting bloc. 
Hispanic leaders disputed a new district map on the basis 
that the map based on 2000 U.S. census information violated the fed- 
eral Voting Rights Act because it failed to create a "super majority" dis- 
trict. The original map left Waukegan's heavy Hispanic population di- 
vided among three districts. 

At one point a group of county Republicans filed a federal lawsuit 
alleging that Hispanic voters in Waukegan were disenfranchised. Orig- 
inally, the new County Board map was essentially the same except for 
creation of a new Round Lake district and combining Libertyville area 
and Lake Forest districts. • 

Nationally Latinos grew from 2 percent of all voters in the 1980 
presidential election to 7 percent of all voters in 2000. Demographers 
say the number could reach 10 percent in 2004. Of political signifi- 
cance is the fact that Latinos will have parity with African Americans 
as a share of the national electorate. 

Writing in the Weekly Standard, GOP senior advisor Matthew 
Dowd noted that Illinois 1 1 percent Hispanic voting age population is 
one of the states where Latin swing voters will be significant, largely 
due to an emerging middle class. 

GOP strategists in Lake County as well as nationally arc intrigued 
with the possibility of blunting the lock-step Democratic voting pat- 
tern of African Americans. For a number of reasons, a Hispanic Lake 
County Board district is certain to alter the course of local politics. 

C aring, sharing

In less 
than two months, Northern Illinois Food Bank organized and became 
operational to serve 40 families with distribution of surplus and do- 
nated food. Faith Food Pantry overcame the adversity of a tragic fire a 
year ago to continue providing food to 3,000 persons alone for 
Thanksgiving. 

The two food centers are highly visible examples of similar chari- 
table efforts conducted year around by local churches, civic groups, 
PADS service for the homeless, Catholic Charities, and the system of 
general assistance aid meted out by township supervisors as provided 
for by Illinois statutes. 

Time-honored organizations like the Salvation Army are equipped 
to provide clothing and household needs practically on a moment's 
notice. A number of churches throughout the county collect used 
clothing to distribute to those in need. 

Lakeland's two articles chronicled the poverty line at 32,205 per- 
sons according to the 2000 census, and the current tabulation of 
needy at 57,000. Whichever figure is used, there's a lot of volunteer ef- 
fort and giving going into making sure needs are met. 

At this time of year and during these troubled times, it's good to 
know that this community and our neighbors have the manpower, re- 
sources and generous spirit to make sure that no one goes hungry or 
unclothed. That doesn't hold true in all other places elsewhere in 
America.

D emo bias spurs 'political' recession

It's "official." Six economic pro- 
fessors of the Business Cycle Dating 
Committee at the National Bureau 
of Economic Research (NBER) have 
declared the U.S. economy in a re- 
cession since March. 

This is the fastest declaration 
of a recession by the NBER since the 
July 198 1 peak announced Jan. 6, 
1982 ("Reaganomics" recession). By 
contrast, the March 1991 recession 
bottom was announced Dec. 22, 
1992 (safely after Clinton's election). 

A further indication of political 
bias is dating the start of the reces- 
sion to March 2001. Auto sales- 
peaked February 2000 and fell 16.7 
percent by December 2000. The Na- 
tional Association of Purchasing 
Managers index peaked December 
.1999 and has shown negative 
growth since August 2000. Industri- 



al Production peaked in June 2000, 
inventory ratios have been rising 
since January 2000 and I could go 
on and on. 

But perhaps the best reason to 
suspect this "recession" announce- 
ment has more to do with politics ' 
than economics is how fast the De- 
mocrats are using it. It's hard to be- 
lieve they could have ads out this 
fast attacking the "Bush Recession" 
unless they had been tipped off 
weeks earlier by the NBER profes- 
sors. 

Democrats desperately needed 
a "Bush Recession" because it's 
quite obvious their game plan to get 
back into power is obstruct every- 
thing, hope things get worse and 
then blame everything on Bush and 
the Republicans. 

Most economists agree a reces- 
sion is the time to cut taxes and not 
worry about deficits. If bigger gov- 



ernment spending and control were 
the answers, then Soviet Union in 
the 1980s or Japan in the 1990s 
should have been economic lead- 
ers, not economic disasters. But the 
Democrat's "solution" is more gov- 
ernment spending and to attack the 
previous Bush tax cut as "causing" 
the recession (even though it didn't 
start until July 1,2001). 

Getting oil from our own coun- 
try instead of the Middle East would 
be a tremendous boom to our na- 
tional security and our economy (1 
million additional jobs when the ef- 
fect of lower oil prices is added to 
construction and oil worker em- 
ployment). The Democrat leaders of 
the U.S. Senate are preventing a 
vote to lift restrictions on U.S. oil ex- 
ploration and production that al- 
ready passed the House. They can't

Misleading public 

On Dec. 4, while at an ill -publicized spe- 
cial township meeting, Warren Township Su- 
pervisor Sue Simpson pushed through the 
approval of a second unnecessary teen cen- 
ter. In fact, the meeting notice was not even 
placed in the latest township newsletter. 

At that meeting, Simpson improperly 
suggested that it was against the law for the 
township board to conduct an advisory refer- 
endum before developing plans to build the 
second teen center. The Gumee village board 
conducted such an advisory referendum be- 
fore that board voted to fund the construc- 
tion of a new aquatic center. 

Simpson is simply misleading the pub- 
lic The relevant Illinois statute (60 ILCS 1 /80- 
80) states: "By a vote of a majority of the 
township board, the township board may au- 
thorize that an advisory question of public 
policy be placed on the ballot—" Clearly, the 
township has the power to place an advisory 
referendum in the exact manner the Gumee 
Village Board did for the aquatic center. 

Warren Township has one of die highest 
tax rates in Lake County. Even so, Simpson 
increased the township tax levy by $214,704 
mis year alone in anticipation of building the 
new youth center. This increase is only the 
first installment in a series of future tax in- 
creases, ft is the big government ofWarren 
Township that causes high taxes.

Skipping meals to "save 
calories" for party eating is setting you up for 
failure. Eat a light meal before a party and 
you will arrive in control, and actually cat 
less.

However, keep in 
mind that you have to walk approximately 30 
minutes at 4 mph to burn off one small slice 
of pumpkin pie.

1/4 teaspoon salt freshly ground black

1. In a small bowl, combine dressing ingredi- 
ents. Chill the dressing ahead of time. 

2. At serving time, place the salad ingredients 
in a salad bowl, and toss them with about 1/4 
cup of the chilled dressing. 

Tofu Loaf 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. 
Mix together in a large bowl: 

1 1 12 lbs. Tofu, drained well and mashed 

1/3 cup ketchup 

1 /3 cup soy sauce 

2 tablespoons Dijon mustard 
1/2 cup fresh parsley 

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 
1 medium onion, chopped fine 
1/4 teaspoon garlic powder 

1 cup whole grain bread crumbs 

2 egg whites or 1 whole egg 

Mix all ingredients together. Put small 
amount of oil in a loaf pan. Press the mixture 
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into the pan. Bake for about 1 hour. Let cool 
10-15 minutes before removing from the pan. 

Tofu is an excellent source of protein and 
contains zero cholesterol. It contains several 
compounds that may help protect against 
cancer and heart disease. You can feel good 
about serving this to all your guests no matter 
what their special diet needs may be. 

Note; Leftover tofu loaf makes excellent 
sandwiches. 

Baked Sweet Potatoes 

2 or more sweet potatoes 

1 /2 cup chopped fresh apricots 

1 /2 cup apricot juice or nectar 

1-2 tablespoons maple syrup 

Bake sweet potatoes at 350 degrees F, 
unpceled, until tender: Peel after baking. 
Place in a baking dish and add apricots, juice, 
and maple syrup. Return to the oven covered 
and bake another 15 minutes at about 400 F. 

Green Bean Casserole 

Using fresh or frozen green beans in this 
recipe, rather than canned will assure opti- 
mum'nutrient content while reducing sodi- 
um content by approximately 120 mgs per 
serving. In addition, using low fat cream of 
mushroom soup and skim milk will save 
approximately 5 grams of fat and 45 calories 

per serving. 

1 -pound fresh or frozen green beans 

1 can low fat cream of mushroom soup 

3/4-cup skim milk 

l/8*teaspoon black pepper 

2/3 cup dried onion rings; 1/3 cup saved 
to sprinkle on top of casserole. 

Mix all ingredients together. Bake in a 
baking dish at 350 degrees F for 25 minutes. 
Remove from oven and sprinkle with another 
1 /3 cup dried onion rings. Bake an addition- 
al 5 minutes. 

"light" Pumpkin Pie 

This recipe saves 150 calorics and 12 
grams of fat per slice compared to traditional 
pumpkin pie. It has less than 2 grams of fat 
per serving! This can also be included into 
the diabetic diet if counted as 2 carbohydrate 

servings. 

1 cup ginger snaps 
16 oz can pumpkin 

1 12 cup egg whites (about 4) 

1/2 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons pumpkin pie spice (cinna- 
mon, ginger, cloves) 

12 oz can evaporated skim milk 
Preheat oven to 350. Grind cookies in a 
food processor. Lightly spray a 9" glass pie 
pan with cooking spray. Pat the cookie 
crumbs into the pan evenly. Mix the rest of 
the ingredients in a medium sized mixing 
bowl. Pour into the crust and bake until knife 
inserted in center comes out clean, about 45 
minutes. Store in the refrigerator. Allow to 
cool and slice in 8 wedges. Serve with fat free 
whipped cream if desired.

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old baggage a reason to accept bad behavior? 



HI Dr. Singer, 

I have a daughter In 2nd grade. Her 
behavior Is pretty bad there and unfor- 
tunately, §he has been talking to the 
school Social Worker. Ordinarily I 
wouldn't have a problem with this, but 
my daughter tells me that the Social 
Worker asks my daughter to talk a lot 
about old problems (Le. my divorce, old 
family stress.) In the meantime, she 
doesn't seem to be requiring my daugh- 
ter's behavior to get better while doing 
this. While I understand the Idea of talk- 
ing out feelings, these things are really 
old news for our family and my daughter 
is sinking deeper and deeper into this 
old stuff, while her behavior Is not 
Improving at all* The last straw hap- 
pened the other day when my daughter 
came home with another bad behavior 
report and when I asked her about It, 
she looked me right In the face and told 
me that her behavior Is "due to her fami- 
ly stress." These are not her words* I 
don't think her behavior is about 
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when she was 4 and her bad behavior 
|ust started this year and only in 
never at home. We have no current 
stress. Everything Is really great at 
Do all therapists drudge up this old stuff 
and does my daughter have to see this 
therapist if I don't want her to? A.O. 

Dear A.O. 

Some therapists do and some don't. While 
I believe this Social Worker is doing this 
because she feels it is the right thing to do for 
your child, I happen to totally disagree with 
that type of approach for the reasons you have 
brought up plus more. Now, this does not 
mean that the therapist is doing anything 
wrong. She is working according to her train- 
ing. She may be doing something that you dis- 
agree with, in which case, you would need to 
take that up with her. Hopefully she will con- 
sult with you and begin to focus more on 
some other things. If not, you may need to 
take it to higher staff members at the school. 

The fact that your problems with your 

daughter's behavior have started up this year, 
so long after the stress in the family, and the 
fact that the problem is isolated to school 
make me more suspicious of processing 
problems and frustration, than old emotional 
issues. I have seen a lot of kids with this type 
of presenting symptom and 9 out of 10 limes 
it turns out that they are just starting to feel 
lost in school and get frustrated and then act 
out I believe that, more likely, something at 
school is setting her off. If it is processing, the 
problem will not get better until that is looked 
at and worked with. All the talking in the 
world won't help that. If it is something else, 
that needs to be investigated, but I don't 
believe that old emotional issues are going to 
gel you there. 

My problem with this type of therapy is 
this: I think too many people today believe 
that the way to get over problems is to dwell 
on talking about them, analyze them to 
death, go back in time and pick out all the lit- 
tle details and nuances of them. I have always 
felt this to be wrong. 1 believe that our reality is 
what we focus on. In other words, our focus 
becomes our reality. If our focus is to con- 
stantly be bringing up old baggage, that will 
become our reality. If we keep repeating 
patterns based oh bringing up old baggage, 
that becomes our reality. I also believe that 
what we repeat over and over again becomes 
permanent and our everyday behavior. 

Adding these two things up, if anyone 
continues to keep focusing on all the bad 
things happening in their life or all of the bad 
things that used to happen in their life or what 
a failure they feel like because of those bad 
things, they are making sure to keep those 
awful self-defeating feelings alive, well and 
practiced to perfection. This translates into 
self-defeating behaviors and happens in both 

kids and adults. 

Now, don't get me wrong here. 1 do not 
mean to say that I would ignore important 
events that have occurred in someone's life to' 
make them who they are today. I also believe 
that therapy is a good place to talk about feel- 
ings. I simply believe that it is a better use of 
time to use that information for the purpose 
of focusing on breaking the current patterns 
that built up out of that material rather than 
continuing to focus on the material itself. In 
other words, not sinking into the past so 
deeply that we are living there again, but using 
the past to learn for the present and future. 
Also, not sinking into present problems so 
deeply that it is all we can see. Rather, focus- 
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ing on building and practicing the correct pat- 
terns instead so that the negative can go away. 
That is where the true healing comes from, in 

my opinion. 

Another important reason I feel this is the 
following: the world still expects you to behave 
appropriately regardless of your situation or 
your feelings. Putting it quite bluntly...the 
world doesn't care about any of our baggage. 
It goes on anyway. I realize this sounds cal- 
lous, but it is true. When I work with parents 
on their kids behavior, I tell them that even 
though the child may have stress in their lives 
or past stress, the child needs to learn patterns 
of good behavior anyway. The most danger- 
ous thing anyone can teach a child is that his 
or her behavior is due to some external force 
or some stressful situation. Teach that to 
your child enough times and your child will 
become an adult who believes that and 
blames everything and everyone for his or her 
problems. 

Imagine this trait when your child is an 
adult and in the job world! Built in excuses are 
never a good thing to teach kids. Again, I do 
not say this to make you ignore feelings. Just 
to make sure people understand that my way 
of doing things usually involves teaching and 
expecting the good behavior patterns in spite 
of what is occurring in the child's life. 

First, teaching and expecting responsibili- 
ty for self. Certainly, once that is attained, talk- 
ing about feelings is very good. If you reverse 
those, you end up accepting honible behavior 
in the name of talking about feelings. Again, 
teaching a very bad message. 

Again, just so I am read loud and clear,..talk- 
ing about feelings is a good thing, but should 
never replace responsibility for behavior.

Drudging up and dwelling on old or new 
baggage to cure a problem just makes no 
sense to me unless the old / new material is 
only being focused on as learning material for 
the present and future to break bad patterns, 
while appropriate behavior is expected.

You need to investigate this 
further before you react If you are not happy 
with the therapy occurring in school, my sug- 
gestion to you is that you go private and 
work with someone who is more along the 
lines of your philosophy. As long as you are 
working to correct the problem, the schooi 
should be o.k. with it It sounds like you have 
your "head on pretty straight'' so I'm sure you 
will do what is right for this child. If you are

But Bitto discovered 
another offensive weapon in sophomore running back 
Brandon Ziemann, who rushed for 90 yards on three carries, 

including a 43-yard gallop for a touchdown. 

• Win 10 game*— Carmel didn't win 10 games this year. 

' They won a school-record 1 1 , breaking the old record of nine 

wins— set last year when the Corsairs went 9-5. 

• Make the semifinals In the state ptayoBa— They did just 

that, but lost to Richards on the road in a heart-breaking 10-0 
loss to end the season in south suburban Oak Lawn. 



To be honest, I thought we could win state," Bitto said. 
"I'll tell you something about this year, it made the barometer 
jump for next year." 

Take the return of 1 1 sophomore and junior starters and 
many others who saw significant playing time and combine it 
with a sophomore team that went 8- 1 —despite having its 
seven best players called up to the varsity— 2002 promises to 
be something even more special for the Corsairs. 

"We have 65 players that are already lifting weights for 
next year," Bitto said. "You don't know how precious a state 
championship is, until you get that dose to it 

"1 expect us to win state next year." 

Bitto never has had a problem getting his players to live 
up to his lofty goals. Roe set a school record for all-purpose 
yards (season and career), most career touchdowns, most 
points scored, two-point conversions and most yards passing 
in a career. 

Senior running back Eric Luna also set four records most 
yards rushing, most touchdowns, most points (all in a season) 
and career rushing yards. 

Bitto knows how to get his players fired up before and 
during games and how to get the most out of his team. 

"It didn't matter whether or not I screamed and yelled," 
Bitto said. "If I told them I liked peanut butter and jelly sand- 
wiches, they would have knocked me over to get on the Geld."

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1980 seniors helped set stage for historic 2001 season 



Looking back 21 years 
at the 1 980 Corsairs 



An unlikely combination, a Jewish 
coach and a Catholic high school, 
came together to produce a team 
known for heartbreak finishes. 

But for a few bad bounces and a St, Viator 
desperation pass with 14 seconds to go, the 
Carmel Corsairs of 1980 could have finished 
8-1 or 7-2. 

What the 1980 team accomplished was 
establishing a taste for victory that con- 
tributed to a winning tradition to help set the 
stage for Carmel High School's 10-2, state 
tournament team of 2001, arguably Lake 
County's best ever high school-football team. 

One of the stars of the 1980 team, winners 
of four out of nine games, was a high spirited, 
hard-nosed running back, Andy Bitto, who 
would play collegialely at Ball State, also 
played linebacker, Twenty-one years later 
Bitto coached the Carmel Corsairs to their 
notable season and a berth in the state finals. 

The 1900 season started on a sour note. 
Seniors, used to winning as freshmen and 
sophomores, were dispirited after sitting on 
the bench in 1979, watching the seniors log 
another losing season. 

A faculty change left the Corsairs without 
a varsity football coach for '80. A stop-gap, 
fill-in turned out to have doubts about mesh- 
ing with a parochial school because of his 
Jewish heritage. 

With fall practice about to begin, Jerry 
Jacobsen signed on as Carmel's first non- 
Catholic varsity football coach, following in 
the footsteps of such luminaries as Angelo 
Daberio, who earned All-American honors at 

Notre Dame. 

Known as a motivator, besides being a 
capable football tactician, Jacobsen sized-up 
his job in a hurry. He had to convince the dis- 
gruntled juniors thai they would have an 
opportunity to play as seniors. 

Before fall drills began, Jacobsen sched- 
uled personal interviews with the talented 
seniors, who had 12 games, losing out five

cer in Vernon Hills. 

Playing side-by-side on the offensive line 
were Steve Boehm, a rotund but speedy tack- 
le, and Bill Schrocder, center, who played all 
of 30 seconds as a junior while varsity seniors 
stumbled to a disappointing 3-6 season. 
Today, Boehm is a businessman in 
Minnesota, and Schroeder is an executive 
with a publishing firm in Ft Worth, Tex. 

Ralph DePasquale, an agile and ball- 
hawking special teams player, is a successful 
commercial real estate broker and resides in 
Long Lake. Jay McDonald, a defensive spe- 
cialist, played college football at the 
University of Wisconsin-LaCrosse. 

The unlucky 1980 team landed seven all- 
conference selections and was sought by col- 
lege scouts from as far away as the eastern Ivy 
League schools. 

Trounced in only one game, by always 
powerful Marist, the 1980 Corsairs proved 
that narrow high school football losses could 
be motivational forces for success alter in life.

Jacobsen's strategy of firing up the uncer- 
tain seniors paid big dividends. In less than a 
week— only days before fall practice was 
scheduled to begin, lacobsen had assembled 
the nucleus of the senior-dominated team 
that two months later would compile 
Carmel's first winning varsity football season. 

Jacobsen quickly realized that he had the 
makings of a winning team. He would employ 
a balanced attack, built the running of Bitto 
and two-way player.

Bitto was a starting fullback for four years 
at Ball State. He was involved in sales posi- 
tions after graduation, but eventually 
returned to Carmel and coaching. 

Grampo, considered a dangerous passer, 
had two principal targets, Jeff Hutchinson, a 
lanky widcout with glue fingers, and burly 
Rob Borham, who distinguished himself as a 
pitcher at Southern Illinois University.

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Fitzgibbons brings new attitude; sets pace for future success

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The year was 1985. Carmel varsity foot- 
ball had just finished another disappointing 
season, and a change needed to be made. The 
heroic efforts of Chuck Foy and Rod Whittier 
at running back weren't enough to lead the 
Corsairs to a winning season, although Rod 
would play a major role in assisting the bas- 
ketball team to a second consecutive Sweet 
16 appearance in the playoffs later that sea- 
son. 

The junior and sophomores had multiple 
East Suburban Catholic Conference champi- 
onships between them on the freshman and 
sophomore levels. The talent and success of 
those teams when combined on the varsity 
level should translate into a winning pro- 
gram. So expectations were high. 

Enter Michael Fitzgibbons, the coach of 
the sophomore team, promoted to the varsity 
level, and a person who had first-hand knowl- 
edge of the personnel and talent level of those 
teams. Fitzgibbons,' a dedicated student of 
the game, was a master motivator who knew 
how to inspire a team and get the most out of 
his players. • 

His move to the varsity, level brought a 
new level of player commitment in the weight 
room, and increased attendance during sum- 
mer passing leagues and workouts. The new 
commitment was also evident with a coach- 
ing staff that worked tirelessly to prepare the 
players for battle. 

The "new M varsity players carried an atti- 
tude of, "we had success before, we can have 
success again. We're playing the same 
schools that we beat before, we can win 
again." 

Joe Pudlo, a former Corsair quarterback, 
coached the '86 and '87 teams on offense in 
the late 70s. Defensive coordinator was Andy 
Bitto, and had one common trait: a stingy 
defense. 

1986 Campaign 

The focus and mindset of the team was 
set on making the playoffs, a first for a Corsair 
football team in the 21 year history of the 
school. Being competitive wasn't good 
enough anymore; the team must get to the 
next level. 

Practices were more intense, including 
more contact and conditioning drills. 
Coaches reminded players daily about play- 
ing on Wednesdays, the first day of playoff 

action. 

The offense was led by a running attack 
involving Sr. Kurt Hines and junior Donnel 
Foster. They had great success behind a big 
and experienced line led by Mike Reitz, Mike 
Mudd and Air Force bound Ken Godwin. 

The defense was led by linebacker Dave 
Goshgarian, safely Mike Graham, who laid a 
"deadening" tackle on Mike McManus, stop- 
ping the standout player from St. Viator on a 
fourth down trick play to keep the Corsairs in 
a crucial game. Jeff Zgonina, a junior, also 
stepped up to provide a valuable pass rush 
and helped stop opponents' running game. 
Zgonina also started to get attention from 
Division I school scouts. 

The season started with a rudimentary 
win over Waukegan East. Foster established

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himself as a bonafide running back, rushing 
through the line on dive plays, and utilized 
his speed past opponents on sweep plays. 

The two key games of the season were 
against Marist and St. Viator. Both games 
were low scoring affairs, with Carmel coming 
up short on both. The defense proved up to 
the task, holding the ESCC perennial powers 
at bay. Unfortunately for the Corsairs, the 
offense had trouble moving the ball. The 
offense stalled, not able to run the ball, and 
the playoffs would escape the team. 

Fitzgibbons would lead the '86 team to a 
5-4 record with victories over Waukegan East, 
Notre Dame, St. Joseph, Holy Cross and' 
Woodstock. The tides had turned, progress 
was made, and Carmel football had a winning 
campaign for the first time in years. 

1987 Campaign 

The '87 team was hurt by graduation. 
Disappointed by not making the playoffs, the 
squad pushed themselves harder to have 
more success on the field. The players 
focussed their attention on playing on 
Wednesday for the playoffs. 

Top returnees on offense included Foster 
and Reitz. Junior Thad Suttter came on as the 
new QB and proved to be effective. Junior 
Steve Brock helped clear the way for Foster, a 
future Illinois State Redbird, to run through 
as the team's fullback. Senior Rob Kosear 
caught many passes at the tight end position, 
as well as helping clear the way for the rush- 
dominating offense. 

The defense dominated opposing teams 
led by senior middle linebacker Chris Drew, a 
future Ohio University gridiron player, who 
was the inspirational leader of the defense. 
The defense received a boost from Guy Bolio, 
a former Wisconsin Badger linebacker who 
helped coach that position at Carmel. Also

University bound and St. Louis Ram Jeff 
Zgonina, future Illinois bound tackle Randy 
Bierman, outside linebacker Mike Maciag, 
junior middle linebacker Steve Brock, and tal- 
ented sophomore safety Matt Simmons. The 
defense also excelled in special teams play 
while knocking opponents around, even 
returning a couple of punts for touchdowns. 
The 1988 team's downfall was not being able 
to put away the Woodstock team in the sec- 
ond game. After jumping out to an early lead, 
thanks in part from an interception from 
junior Randy Splitt, the offense went flat, and 
the defense relaxed. This game would turn out 



to be especially critical after the Corsairs fin- 
ished with a 5-4 record. 

The '87 squad turned out to be the first 
team in Carmel's history to have a winning 
season every year of their four-year prep 
careers. Victories over Waukegan, Notre 
Dame, Holy Cross, St. Joseph, and for the first 
time in Carmel's history, St Viator, ensured a 
winning record. 

Coach Fitzgibbons had the beginnings of 
program mat was on the winning track. The 
playoffs had eluded the '86 and '87 team, but 
the following year, Fitzgibbons would get his 
first chance to play on Wednesday. 
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Win or lose, every game was memorable 
in Carmel's record-setting 11-2 season. The 
2001 campaign featured eight and three-game 
win streaks that were abruptly ended in heart- 
breaking fashion. Here's a blow-by-blow 
recap of the season. 

Game 1 

Carmel 35, Lake Forest 7 

Carmel came out with a strong passing 
attack as quarterback Matt Roe was 10-for-16 
with 141 yards and two touchdowns to Sean 
Walker and jack Simmons. Hoe also added a 
late rushing touchdown to ice the win. 

Pat Adrien carried the load on the ground 
as he had 127 yards, including a 74-yard TD 
run as the Corsairs dominated the entire game. 

Game 2 

Carmel 47, Gordon Tech 7 

The Corsairs once again featured a bal- 
anced between the pass and the run in the 40- 
point trouncing of the Hams. 

Roc rushed for two TDs and threw anoth- 
er in amassing 190 total yards. 

Eric Luna led the team in rushing with 140 
yards and a touchdown while Adrien chipped 
in with 66 rushing yards, including a 1-yard 
score, and an 82-yard kickoiT return for a 
touchdown. Simmons added 70 yards and a 
score to pace Carmel in receiving. 

Game 3 

Carmel 31, Marian Catholic 3 

Despite the lop-sided final score, the 
game was in doubt through most of the con- 
test. 

Carmel was up just 6-3 at the half and 15- 
3 after the third quarter but 70 and 78-yard TD 
runs from Luna (18 carries, 261 yards) broke 
Marian's back in the fourth quarter. 

Roe chipped in with two touchdowns 
(one rushing, one passing) as the Corsairs ran 
wild over Marian to the tunc of 344 yards 
rushing. 

Game 4 

Carmel 28, 
Bishop McNamara 20 

In the closest game to this point in the 
season, two TD runs from Roe and a TD run 



from Luna (24 carries, 137 yards) led the 
Corsairs to a win over the Mighty Macs. 

Game 5 (Homecoming) 

Carmel 49, Notre Dame 13 

Carmel scored on its first play from scrim- 
mage, a 79-yard pass from Roe to Walker, to 
give the Corsairs a 7-0 lead. Three minutes 
later, Luna (13 carries, 160 yards, 4 TDs) added 
a touchdown and Carmel never looked back.

Metro White Conference title all four years. 

"The people (at Carmel) are incredible.

Varsity defensive coordinator Jim Rejc, 
offensive coordinator Jim Kelly and offensive 
line coach Tom Berg have all been there to 
provide Whittier with helpful anecdotes.

"They're all super guys. And geniuses." 

Which helps explain why Carmers under 
level teams are as successful. Whittier and the 
sophomores benefit from the varsity. 

"In a way, it starts at the freshman level," 
said VVhittier. "But in actuality, success starts at 
the top with Andy (Bitto) and bleeds down 
from there. He (Bitto) is one of die most ener- 
getic, enthusiastic and knowledgeable coaches 
around. He is a man of integrity and listens to 
any idea someone might have."

had (120 kids)," said Whittier, who served 
under dien head coach Jay Hoffman. Hoffman 
has since moved on to become the head boys 
golf coach at Lake Forest High School. 

Since 1 986, Whittier had also coached The 
College of Lake County cross country teams for 
nine years while also serving as Carmers head 
varsity girl's basketball coach from 1991-95. 

While at CLC, Whittier's teams produced 
seven straight Skyway Conference titles while 
also sending numerous individuals to the 
National meet. Jim Halford, the current 
Carmel head cross country coach, was a mem- 
ber on two of those teams. The Carmel varsity 
girls also experienced success having won a 
regional title, the school's second, during the 
1994-95 season. 

"There were obviously some years the 
overlapped at Cannel,'' he said. 



At CLC, Whittier also served as athletic 
director for one year before becoming a guid- 
ance counselor at the college for the next 12 
years.

Anglers can help 
control largemouth 
bass virus 

The Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources (IDNR) is asking 
anglers in Lake County for help in 
preventing the spread of a virus that 
has recently killed several large* 
mouth bass fish in other states. 
Recent tests conducted by the IDNR 
confirm the presence of the virus in 
some dovvnstate lakes and hatch- 
cries. Though the virus may also be 
present in northern waters, it has 
not been confirmed in Lake County 
and, to date, no fish kills have 
occurred in Illinois. 

According to IDNR officials, 
infested bass appear normal and are 
safe to consume. Not all largemouth 
bass that may be carrying the virus 
are diseased. Researchers believe 
stress factors such as high water 
temperatures or frequent handling 
by anglers may cause fish with the 
virus to develop disease. If the virus 
triggers disease it could impact the 
fish's swim bladder, forcing the bass 
closer to the water's surface and 
making swimming more difficult. 

"Bass fishing is a popular pas- 
time in Lake County. What impacts 
Illinois waters also affects the lakes 
and ponds in the Lake County Forest 
Preserves. We work with the IDNR to 
manage our Forest Preserve lakes, so 
it's important that we join this effort 
to educate anglers about this virus 
and how they can actively help con- 
trol its spread in Illinois," stated 
Jennifer Filipiak, Forest Preserve 
Wildlife Biologist. 

Forest Preserve and IDNR offi- 
cials arc asking anglers not to move 
fish from one body of water to 
another or release live bait into the 
water. Anglers also should drain 
water from live wells and clean 
motors, equipment and boats thor-

Diplomacy at work is good, but the truth should 
not be distorted Hy Sco tt T. Flciscbmann 

People tell Die thai I have a type A personality. A part of 
their description \s that I am usually trying to accomplish 
more than can reasonably be achieved in an unreasonable 
period of lime. This sense of urgency sometimes creates a 
communications problem. As I strive for speed and efficien- 
cy, t have a tendency to be as concise as possible In my com- 
munications, lite problem is created when 1 offend people 
by trying to quickly share the information that is necessary* 
without regard for the diplomacy that is normally expected 
In a work situation. 

lids was brought to my attention very' early in my career. 
Just before accepting my first management position, the 
manager who did my performance evaluation brought it to 
my aucntion.The valuation was glowing but just before I left 
her office she said "Scott, if you need to work on anything, it 
is that you arc too truthful." Later, as I analyzed that com- 
ment, 1 realized I hat she was talking about the balance 
between diplomacy and truth. 

In reality we can never have too much truth. However, peo- 
ple and my relationship to them arc just as Important as the 
truth, so I need to share It in a manner thai is not offensive. 
My manger was not complaining about the truth, she was 
suggesting that I need to be more sensitive and diplomatic. 
These are skills that can be mastered by taking the time to 
listen more carefully to others and carefully weighing your 
words before speaking. Those who know me have seen this 
evolution in my life. 

Telling the truth with gentleness and respect is not always 
easy. However, the alternatives have far greater risks. The 
consequences for stretching the truth include: 

• Job loss for Indicating that your skills are stronger than you 
can substantiate. 

• Jeopardizing yourself, other people or your company 
when decisions are made based on bad Information. 

• Developing relationships that arc not based on trust. 
On the other hand, risks for lack of diplomacy are: 

• Alienating peers, subordinates, a nil/or superiors. 

• Building a reputation as one who Is self serving 

• Having others disregard your truthful advice because they 
become defensive. 

As you can see, neither of these options accomplishes pos- 
itive rcsults.The only* proper response is to share the impor- 
tant truth In a spirit of gentleness and respect. Did you 
notice the qualifying word "important" before the word 
truth? tt is there for a reason.The determining factor in shar- 
ing irutli needs to be its significance/This Is one of the facts 
that 1 learned tin the process of putting the iruih and diplo- 
macy in perspective. We will explore more about diplomat!* 
cally sharing the truth next week.

Q, I have been searching all the newspapers as well as the 
■ internet for positions needing IT people. I lost my posi- 
tion after two years when my employer, a consulting firm went 
bankrupt and left me with no severance package. It is what I 
know best. After 5 months of searching for a new employer, I 
feel like I have hit a dead end and need to find work. My 
spouse said I should channel my cfforls in another direction 
and give up on trying to find something in the field 1 know, I 
haven't been willing to settle for less than what 1 was making 
before but I'm realizing now that 1 might be setting my sights 
too high. I am having a hard time coming up with an alterna- 
tive that will net me the same money I was making before. 
Attached is a copy of my resume with salary history. If you 
could provide me with some ideas I would appreciate it. S.C. 
(via eMail-Attachmcnt) 

A. Your position was in an area that has been hard hit over 
■ the past year. 1 see by your salary history that you have 
left a position paying you a salary thai by comparison exceeds 
the market range for what your responsibilities included. If 
.you arc forwarding your' resume with this salary history 
included, my advice is to eliminate it. It may be that your 
[salary is causing your resume to be filtered out of the running 
as there are IT persons requiring substantially less. Check out 
the companies that you were contracted at. More and more 
I companies are seriously reducing their use of consultants and 
| using their own IT personnel. Keep your salary requirement in 
perspective. Recognize the need for corporations to keep their 
IT budgets lower than ever during tough times. The market has 
somewhat diciaicd thai technology within many corporations 
is the one area that gets cut back in tighter limes. As ii swings 
upward it will be of major importance for these same corpora- 
tions to get their technology and plans for if back on track. 
Keep your name out there. 

Your spouse may be right by saying you should channel 
your efforts elsewhere at this point, however, it doesn't mean 
something won't come along in your field. Five months is a 
long time to be unemployed but as you continue to look, you 
may want to search for a position in CSR (customer service) 
which requires research, trouble shooting skills, good eye for 
detail and the ability to work independently or in a superviso- 
ry capacity. Seeing this Is what you have listed as your respon- 
sibilities, you have all the experience. It may never pay as 
much as you have previously made, however, judging from 
your high salary and the possibility that the company had 
salaries over all that exceeded the market, this may be one of 
the reasons for it's demise.

During the holiday season, stores are flooded with new and exciting toys. So 
how do you know which toys to buy? There are many things to consider when 
buying toys, everything from safety to whether the toy is age appropriate 
(designed and made for a child of the same age). For those facing this seeming-

Toy Safety 

The topic of safety is particularly relevant when selecting 
toys for children of all ages. Following are a few general guide-

lines, which have been provided by the Colorado Department of 
I lealth, Division of Libora tori es, Toy Testing Lit jo rat ory. 

•Choose toys with rounded edges and no points. 

•Tovs should be unbreakable and should be able to withstand use and abuse. 

•Rattles and other toys for infants should be carefully checked for poor construc- 
tion and parts that a child could swallow. Make sure that they cannot be opened by 
mistake or through normal use. 

•Paints on all toys should be non-toxic and lead-free. Be sure also to check the 
materials used in stuffed toys. 

•Follow package guidelines for age appropriateness to prevent getting a toy that is 
too complex for a child's age and development. 

•Never hang toys with long strings, cords, loops or ribbons in cribs or playpens. 

•Make sure materials on toys such as dolls, including clothing, etc., are flame retar- 
dant. 
Age appropriateness 

When determining whether n toy is appropriate for a child, always take the age of 
the child into consideration and whether the toy is developmental^* appropriate.

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Following are tips for selecting toys that satisfy the developmental needs of various ment. 



age groups: 

Infants (birth to 12 months) 

Because an infant will put everything into his or her mouth to explore its taste and 
feel, it is essential to select toys that cannot be easily swallowed. Even large toys should 
be carefully inspected to ensure they contain no buttons or other detachable parts that 
could be swallowed. 

Stuffed toys have long been popular for infants. These toys provide infants with a 
sense of security and help develop the ability to grasp and hold objects. When selecting 
stuffed toys for infants, parents should make sure the products are easily washable and 
made from soft, non-irritating materials. 

Rallies, which stimulate an infant's oral, auditory and cognitive development, also 
are extremely popular and come in a wide variety of styles and prices. Parents should 
choose rattles made by well-known companies, which follow recognized safety stan- 
dards. 

Mobiles, which hang over the infant, help stimulate their interest in visual images 
and movement and develop tracking skills. However, the moving objects projecting 
from the mobile should be kept out of the way of ;in infant's hands. Remember to take 
down the mobile at about six months, or when the child begins to sit and pull up in the 
crib. Also remember the infant's view of the mobile is from underneath, so objects need 
to be three- dimensional or hang horizontally. 
Toddlers (twelve to thirty-six months) 

Active and ready to explore, toddlers direct their energy toward investigating, 
experimentingand interacting with the world around them. Among the many toys that 
help a toddler develop are: 

•Dolls provide both boys and girls with the opportunity to express their emotional 
needs. Dolls also strengthen a child's ability to socialize and communicate more effec- 
tively; therefore parents should select multi-cultural dolls. 

•IHocks build a toddler's motor skills while exercising the imagination. Select light- 
weight materials and large sizes to match the toddlers abilities at this age. 

•Push and pull toys exercise a toddler's large motor development and coordination 
skills. These toys also teach cause and effect by showing the child an action that results 
from their input, teaching the child that he or she has some control over the environ-

•Remember to avoid small pieces, as toddlers are still learn- 
ing through tasting and could easily swallow or choke on some- 
thing small. 

•Large, light balls help to develop children's motor skills, 
while serving as a tool for simple games with an adult or another child. 

Preschool children (three to live year olds) 

This is a child's time for enjoying "make believe," fantasy games and favorite stories. 
To maximizes a child's fantasy activity, toys should have a general function (a playhouse, 
a stove, a truck), but not a specific, detailed function (an ice cream truck). Toys that allow 
a child to express his or her creativity include hand puppets, and the whole range of art 
supplies from finger paints to modeling clay and crayons to felt pens.

Holiday guests can make for a warm holiday season filled with happy 
memories. To prepare for their arrival, you've cooked, cleaned and decorated, 
but have you childproofed your home? 

You may not have children, but if your houseguests do, the Sleep Products 
Safety Council has a few tips and precautions to help ensure a safe and relaxing 
holiday season for everyone. 

Tip One: Living Room. Often considered the "meeting area," the living room 
is a place for family and friends to gather in front of the fireplace. While roaring 
fires can be warm and welcome, be sure to keep matches and lighters out of 
reach of children. Child-play fires are the leading cause of death among chil- 
dren five and under. Also, make sure your smoke and carbon monoxide detec- 
tors have fresh batteries, which should be tested monthly and changed twice a 
yea r. 

Designating an area in the living room as a play corner for children who 
come to visit is another good idea. Stock it with floor pillows, books, color- 
ing books and crayons to keep children occupied. Be sure there are safety 
plugs in electrical outlets in the play corner, as well as throughout the 
house.

• Protect the items inside. Surround each item with bubble 
pack, foam "peanuts" or corrugated dividers to protect 
against shock that occurs when packages come in contact 
with each other or hard surfaces. Wadded newspaper should 
only be used for lighter packages. 

• Electronic equipment should be shipped in its original 
packaging, surrounded by additional cushioning materials 
and placed inside a larger box. If you open the box containing the gift before shipping, be 
sure to repack it exactly the way it was originally packed. 

• Fragile items, such as glass and ceramics, need extra packaging. Use multiple layers of 
bubble pack around each individual item. Next, place all items in a separate box inside the 
shipping carton. When shipping your favorite holiday cookies, place them inside a small- 
er container and surround them with adequate packing material. This will help avoid 

shifting during transit.

'Clothing and soft toys may be gift-wrapped and placed in a strong outer carton with pro- 
tective wrap. Shipping a gift-wrapped package in brown paper will not provide adequate 
protection. 

• Plants, fresh fruits or vegetables shipped to California, Hawaii or Arizona require a spe- 
cial blue identification label (supplied by UPS) and are subject to inspection. This can add 
an additional day in transit. 

• Seal the package securely. Use heavy-duty, pressure-sensitive plastic or nylon-reinforced 
tape. Don't use masking or cellophane tape. Never wrap cartons in paper or tie them with 
string. 

• Label properly. 'Hie mailing label must contain the complete name and address, with the 
ZIP code. If necessary, include the business name, apartment or floor number. While 
you're packing the box, it's important to place a duplicate mailing label inside the carton 
in case the outer label becomes unreadable. Pay extra attention to ensure all the informa- 
tion is correct.

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ips for Taking Great Family Photographs 
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1 . Gel Close 

By far. the biggest mistake most photogra- 
phers make is not getting close enough. By get- 
ting close to your subjects and filling the frame 
with only the most important information, 
your photos will be much better. 

2. Don't hit the bull's-eye. 

To improve the dynamics of your pho- 
tographs, avoid placing the subject in the cen- 
ter of the frame. Centering your subject makes 
for an uninteresting, static picture. 

;t. Slow down, shoot more. 

Rather than rushing in and taking hurried 
snapshots, take the time to get in close, careful- 
ly compose the scene, and wail for the right 
moment to make your picture. Once you're 
there, shoot several frames of the situation as it 
unfolds. "Film is cheap," Nichols says, "especial- 
ly when you're recording priceless memories." 

4. Explore all of the angles. 

Sometimes, a change in perspective (like 
shooting down from a higher angle) can help 
eliminate distracting backgrounds, telephone 
poles or other obstacles that might otherwise 
negatively affect your photograph. 

5. Focus on the eyes. 

Tor most portraits, you'll want to have the 
subject looking directly at the camera. It's an 
honest and direct approach, and there's noth- 
ing like looking into the eyes of our friends and 
loved ones, even when it's "just" a picture. 



6. Shoot during the "golden hours." 

Try to shoot within an hour after sunrise 
and inside of an hour before sunset for the best 
results. During these times, the light is warm 
and soft, lending a beautiful quality to the pho- 
tograph. 

7. Shoot on overcast days. 

The light created on overcast days is won- 
derful for shooting almost any situation, espe- 
cially portraits or some scenics. There are no 
harsh shadows, and the intensity of the film is 
increased, making the colors in your prints 
and slides look better. 

U. Avoid using direct Hash. 

Direct camera flash causes flat lighting and 
red-eye, but by using higher speed film (ISO 
'100 or greater) you may not need a (lash at all. 

9. Use window light. 

Take indoor portraits near a north-facing 
window. Soft light from a north-facing window 
can be a beautiful source for portraits. On an 
overcast day, any window will do. 

10. Avoid shooting at midday. 

It makes sense that if the first and last light 
of day are the best times to shoot photographs, 
one should avoid taking pictures in the middle 
of the day in bright sunlight. Midday light cre- 
ates less-than-appealing skin tones, muted 
colors, and harsh shadows on faces. *
